A few day* ago we spent several hoar* at tbe 
old town of Bladensbarg, M l , six miles North- 
east of Washington, and viaited the old dueling 
ground* a mile thia aide of that little old borg. 

TheBladensburg dueling ground*, are.or were 
in old time*, tbe most celebrated in America. 

It is said that from 1814 to 1850 it was the 
theater of over fifty hostile meeting*. Many of 
the*e were amicably arranged on the field with- 
out bloodshed, but npwardaof twenty real duel* 
were actually fought on the Kladenaburg 
ground*, in which many of the principals were 
either killed or severely wounded. 

Aa early as 1814 Edward Hopkin* of Mary- 
land wa* slain in a duel there; but what really 
gave the spot its celebrity were tbe duel* be- 
tween General Armistead T. Mason, a former U. 
S. Senator from Virginia, and Colonel John M. 
McCarty of the same state, and James Barron 
and Stephen Decatur, both Commodore* in tbe 
Navy and both prominent and patriotic tea-fight- 
era in the stirring early day* of the Republic. 

These encounter* were not little French af- 
fairs de boneur a la Boni de Castellane, but the 
real thing — of the blood and thunder variety, 
with tbe rifle, tbe bugs dueling pistol, the sword 
and the deadly Bowie knife. 

The old dueling grounds are very common- 
place in appearance, with nothing especially at- 
tractive or picturesque about t hem. Situated 
on the old stage road from Washington to Balti- 
more, the "field of honor" ia East of tbe road 
and is now over-grown with elder* and small 
tree*. The old stage road has been modernized 
into a broad, smooth and splendid driveway, now 
moch traveled by Washington automobiliata. 
Here on the right of the road a* you go from 
this city runs a small brook, and a cowpath along 
the brookside was where Mason and Decatur fell. 
It is outside the jurisdiction of the DUtrict of 
Columbia, and in early time* afforded just auch 
s aeoluded place to *uit the hotheaded combat- 
ant* from Washington and the adjoining state* 
to fettle their controvenie* according to the 
code duello. "The appeal final from the rhetoric 
of word* to the logic of arm.;" the "honorable" 
high court of last resort where the Gordian knot 
of queetiona of etiquette and poli tie* wa* cut and 
solved to everyone'* aatisf action. 

MASON AND ll'CAKTY. 

One of the most desperate of these bloody 
duel* which have made tbi* ipot historic and 
memorable was that fought on February 6th, 
1819, between General Armistead T. Mason and 
Captain J. M. McCarty. Thslr difficulty re- 
sulted over politics, although taey were *eoond 
rouln*. A few month* before the masting a 
violent altercation had taken place between 
them at the polls at Lsstburg, Vs., in coats- 
qosnce of Mason'* hsving questioned McCarty'*

right to vote. The latter at once challenged 
Mason, but in hi* challenga he prescribed tbe 
term* and weapons of the duel. Mason de- 
clined to accept the challenge unless it wa* 
sent to him in the regular way and in proper 
form. Then ensued a delay of several week*, 
in which there were (cores of interchange* of 
notes between the seconds and principals, and 
a dozen different method* of fighting were *ug- 
geated. 

McCarty seemed determined that the duel 
should result in tbe death of both he and Ma- 
son; therefore be first proposed that he and 
Mason should leap together from the dume of 
tbe Capitol. This was declined a* "wholly un- 
lanctioned by the code." He next proposed to 
fight on a barrel of gunpowder, but this was 
alio overruled a* a dangeroua precedent He 
next suggested that tbey fight with dirk* in a 
band-to-hand encounter. Tbi* wa* also de- 
clined for a like reason. 

Hi* final proposition, to fight with musket* 
charged with buckshot at ten feet distance, 
was agroed to, but afterward* the distance wa* 
made twelve feet and one ball substituted for 
buck«hot. 

The parties drove out to Bladensburg on Fri- 
day evening, February "»th , that they might be 
ready early the next morning. On Saturday 
morning at 8 o'clock tbe parties met and se- 
lected the spot 200 yard* East of tbe stage 
road. The encounter became known and quite 
a crowd from that place went out to witness it. 

Mason wore at the time a large overcoat with 
long skirts; McCarty, notwithstanding the se- 
verity of the weather, presented himself stripped 
to hi* shirt, and with his tleevea rolled up that 
he might have free use of hi* arm*. 

All the preliminaries having been arranged, 
the parties were placed— Mason facing West 
and McCarty East — and then tt tbe word "fire," 
with the mutzlea of their muskets almost touch- 
ing, both fired. Mason fell dead, his life liter- 
ally blown out of him. McCsrty wa* also ae- 
verely wounded, hi* antagonist'* ball entering 
hi* left wrist and tearing it* way through the 
muacle* of bis arm to hi* shoulder. That both 
were not instantly killed seem* little less than 
a miracle. Mason's musket ia stid to bsve 
caught in the skirt of hi* coat aa he raised it 
to hi* ihonlder; and to this accident it ia thought 
McCarty was indebted for hi* lift. 

For severs! day* afterwards the ipot exhibited 
evidence* of the terrible conflict. The ground 
was dark with gore, and tb* bu.be. for some 



stance around were bespattered with blood 
and shred* of clothing and fragment* of tla*h 
blown from the body of the slain by the force 
of the explosion. 

McCarty recovered from the wound in hi* 
arm, but never from the mental regret inflicted 
by the unnatural encnunter, and went about a 
saddened and a changed man. 

BARRON AND DECATI K. 

The duel between Jamea Barron and Stephen 
Decatur, both poat-Captain* in the American 
Navy, took place at the Bladensburg ground* 
on March 22d, 1820. It was the most melan- 
choly of all these duel* owing to the promi- 
nence of tbe principals. Commodore Decatur 
was in the vigor of manhood and at the zenith 
of his fame as a naval hero when he fell a vic- 
tim of a false aocial Btatu* on the so called 
field of honor. Decatur was a member of a 
Court of Inquiry and a Courtmartial which im- 
pended Barron from the service in 1807 for al- 
leged dereliction of duty. Barron went abroad 
and after tbe War of 1812 returned to the 
United States and applied for reatoration to hi* 
rank in the Navy. This Commodore Decatur 
opposed. Then years elapsed, but tbe "friends" 
of both parties kept the matter alive, and after 
a long controversy of words and scores of notes 
and letters between the parties, the "arrange- 
ments," however, were finally concluded, and 
the time and place fixed to be on the 22d of 
March at Bladeniburg; the ^weapon*, pistol*, 
and the distance, eight pace*. It wa* also pro- 
vided that each party, after being placed, should 
raise hi* pistol, take deliberate aim at the other 
before tbe word to fir* waa given. This, it 
was conaidered. waa due to Barron on account 
of bia being near-aighted, and to place them 
aa nearly on an equality a* possible. 

As tbe parties faced each other, Barron said 
to Decatur, "Sir, I hope on meeting in another 
world we shall be better friends than in thia." 
Deoatur responded: "I hare never been your 
enemy, *ir." Nothing more was laid by eitbsr 
party. 

While (tending thai only sight pace* dbtant, 
each covered by the pistol of tb* other, tbe 
word was pronounced. Both fired and fired io 
tsarly at the same instant that there seemed 
to be bat one report. 

Both fell. Decatur wa* apparently dead, and 
Barron, to all appearances, mortally wounded. 
Bat Decatur revived after t while and wa* (up- 
ported a (hort diitsnce, when bs sank down 

"Then it waa ss they lay on the ground wa- 
tering in their own blood,'' says an eye-witness, 
"with their bead* not ten feet apart, that a 
conversation took place between them, of which 
it i* to be regretted that

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bten preserved. The interview, was inexpress- 
ively affective, reminding one of the closing 
scans between Hamlet and Laertes. Barron 
proposed that they should shake hands before 
tbey met in heaven, for he supposed they would 
both die immediately. Pecatur said he had 
never been bis enemy, that he freely forgave 
him his death though he could not forgive those 
^w*bn had stimulated him to seek his life." It 
is reported that Barron then exclaimed: "Would 



to God you had said this much yesterday ' 
Their last interview was a friendly one, and 
tbey parted in pe .ce. Decatur knew he was to 
die, and his only sorrow was that be had not 
died in the service of his country. 

Decatur and Barron were borne to Washing- 
ton, the former expiring at 11 o'clock the same 
night at his borne on Lafayette Square and 
Barron, after a month's confinement, recovered 
and went to his home at Hampton, Va. 

The death of Stephen Decatur is one of the 
saddest pages of American history and it caused 
widespread gloom throughout the land. 

While the old dueling ground ha* been the 



scene of so many tragedies, history fails to re- 
cord the numerous sham or comedy duels pulled 
off there, one of which at least is worthy of re- 
lating: 

Dick Johnson, one of Washington's clever 
young bloods, was chosen as the victim by 
several of bis companions who were great on a 
practical joke when they were not the butts. 
A "difficulty" was arranged to occur between 
Johnson and one of the "gang," and after John- 
son had been duly "insulted," be was prevailed 
upon to challenge the other fellow to fight a 
duel. Bladensburg, of course, was selected as 
the spot, pistols the weapons.the distance fifteen 
feet and the time 8 o'clock in the morning. 
The "preliminaries" wero all carefully arranged 
and the deadly weapons loaded with powder 
only. The parties repaired to the ground and 
the principals stood facing each other with 
pistols raised and pointed directly at each man. 
All the party were almost bursting with laugh- 
ter except "Mr. Johnson," who was all but scared 
out of bis wits, and was trembling like Joe 
Jelferson in the duel scene in "The Rivals." As 
the word was given and both men fired, one of 
the party threw a weighted sponge soaked in 
carmine at Johnson, striking him on the breast 
and bespattering him with what appeared to be 
blood. 

He fell to the ground with a terrible groan 
and laid there writhing in "blood" as bethought 
and imploring bis friends to do something for 
him. While Dick lay there "dying," his antag- 
onist walked up and down before him with his 
arms folded across his breast as brave as Na- 
poleon, and as much as to say to Dick, "Do you 
want any more?" 

Dick was asked where be was wounded, and 
be declared that a great hole was blown through 
his breast and that he was bleeding to death. 

The chief joker then said: "Dick, have you 
any dying request to make?" 

"Yes," he replied, with tears rolling down his 
cheeks, "take me home to Washington. I want 
to see mother before I die." 

The rascals now saw that they were carrying 
their joke too far, and they all stepped back 
from the "dying" Dick, and, with a loud laugh, 
said: 

"Old boy, it's all a joke. You are not even 
scratched. The pistols were loaded only with 
p >wder, and it was only a sham duel gotten up 
to have some fun out of you. Cone, let's go 
back to the city!" 

When poor Dick founl out that ba was not 
mortally wounded ami that the affair was I 
put up job on him, be was furious, and there 
would bav« been something doing sure enough

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if the jokers had not hurriedly left the field of 
honor and hastened out of reach of the rocks 
the now aroused Dick threw at them. 

The novelist, Dickens, sarcastically and truth- 
fully remarked that it was wonderful how cool 
and collected the seconds in a duel always were. 
The seconds seemed to enjoy seeing their beat 
friend shot down, and afterwards with great 
sangfroid, boasted their own gallantry in these 
murders, resulting from a barbarous custom. 

We remember when we were a very small 
kid the duel fought on the Fishing Shore below 
Dover about 1843C, when W. T. Ca»to of Mays- 
ville was killed by Colonel Metcalfe. The day 
before the duel we aaw Mr. Casto in the mound 
field at Dorer, practicing shooting with a rifle. 
He could hardly hit a barn door, while} Metcalfe 
was a crack shot. He killed Casto at the first 
fire and was never touched himself. 

Although Henry Clay wa.« opposed to tha 
barbarous practice of dueling, he felt in honor 
bound to fight two duels. The first was fnught 
with General Humphrey Marshall at Frankfort, 
Ky., in December, Wis. Mr. Clay slightly 
wounded Marshall by his first shot. They again 
fired at each other and Mr. Clay this time re- 
ceived a very slight flesh wound in the leg. The 
seconds now interfered and prevented a con- 
tinuance of the combat. 

John Randolph of Roanoke, in one of his 
fiery and frenzied speeches in the V. S. Senate, 
attacked Mr. Clay and grossly insulted him. A 
hostile meeting eneued between them at Bladens- 
burg, or nearby, on April 8th, 1826. They fired 
twice at each other but neither of them was 
hit. Mr. Clay and Mr. Randolph were soon re- 
conciled and were good friends up to the time 
of Randolph's death in 1*33. The last inter- 
view between thuse men occurred March 3d, 
1633. Mr. C. was on his way to Philadelphia, 
where he died. He came in the Senate Chamber 
at Washington while that body was in session 
by candle light and Mr. Clay was then speaking 
on the Compromise Act. "Help me up," he said 
to bis half-brother, Benjamin Tucker, "1 have 
come here to bear that voice once more before 
I die." At the conclusion of Senator Clay's re- 
marks he went to Mr. Randolph and they cor- 
dially shook hands. Randolph was an intel- 
lectual prodigy, but one of the must eccentric 
characters in history. He was six feet tall and 
was as thin as a rail. He was a wealthy Vir 
ginia planter, and once at a horse race in New 
York he rose in bis stirrups on the horse he 
was riding and yelled: "I will bet a crop of 
niggers that horse wins!" 

When the bill to suppress dueling in the 
District of Columbia came before the Senate in 
1838, Mr. Clay said no man would be happier 
than he to see the whole barbarous system for 
ever eradicated. "J owe it to the community to 
say that whatever I may have heretofore done, 
or by inevitable circumstances might be forced 
to do, no man holds in deeper abhorrence than 
I do that pernicious practice, condemned as 
must be by the judgment and philosophy, to say 
nothing' of religion, of every thinking man 
The man with a high sense of honor, and a nice 
sensibility, when the question is whether he 
shall fight or have the finger of scorn pointed 
at him, is unable to resist, and few. very few 
are found willing to adopt such an alternation 
When public opinion shall be renovated and 
chastened by reason, religion and humanity, the 
practice of dueling will at once tie discontinued.' 

And so it was. But is not the good old cus 
torn of dueling superior to the modern practice 
of whipping out a pistol and slaying your al 
leged enemy without form, or surgeon, or bene- 
fit of the clergy? Remember what Kippling 
says — 

•I'ntil we are l.ullt like I Eft If. 

With hammer und ehiiel and peu 
MT8 » ill fl|fbt for ouri.-lve. and a womitn. 
Forever and ever: Amen " 

But Master Rudyard doesn't say a word about 
"rifles and pistols and swords," the real deadly 
paraphernalia of a born fighter. He might 
have also included "typewriter" with his "ham- 
mer and chisel and pen." But this is "another 
question" and will likely be eternally settled— 
•When the Rudyarde reaie from Kippling 
Ami the llaititardt ride no more." 

The little old town of Bladensburg is a curi- 
ousity in the village line. It is situated on the 
Eastern branch of the Potomac, a mere creek, 
but which goes on a tear several times a year 
and gives the town a good washing and a duck- 
ing. In 1814 when the British troops burned 
and sacked Washington City, the American 
forces met them at the old Bladensburg bridge 
and quite a light took place. The buildings 
used as hospitals for the wounded and dying 
soldiers are, many of them, still standing in the 
town of Bladensburg, and they are unique curi- 
osities in themselves. The George Washing- 
ton Hotel, a two-atory brick structure, bears 
the date of 1732, the year Washington was 
born. It has a steep gable roof and is two 
itories high. It is now run on the wide-open 
order, with a beer saloon as the main attraction. 
There were fifty darkies in the saloon and the 
yard attached, nearly all drunk and having a 
big time oa July Fourth. General Washington 
used to frequently stop at this old hostelry, 
hence it was named ia his honor. 

The old Lee House is another landmark. It 
was erected in 1746, and the bricks are as good 
as new. The house is the typical two stories 
with small windows and doora. It is pot named 
after the famous Lees of Virginia, bat takes its 
name from a colored man named Lee, who pur- 
chased it years ago at Sheriff's sale. Than 
there ia an old frame building built in 1742, and 
also occopiad now as a hotel and called the Ta- 
oli Houae. Sitaatad on the Eastern outskirts 
of the town ia tha old Dr. Stevens mansion, 
once one of the moat impoalng old style homas 
in Maryland. O n Ita gables ar e wooden
